A LAW-BREAKING CANDIDATE. 


In holding twos lucrative offices at 
the same time, as he is doing and has 
long been doing, General George Stone- 
man, Democratic candidate for Govcr- 
nor of California, openly violates the 
supreme law of his State—the Consti- 
tution. Section 20 of Article IV of 
that instrument reads as follows: 

Sec. 20. No person holding any 
lucrative office under the United 
States, or any other power, shall be 
eligible to any civil office of profit 
under this State; provided, that of- 
ficers in the militia, who receiye no 
annual salary, local officers, or post- 
masters whose compensation does not 
exceed five hundred dollars per annum, 

shall not be deemed to hold lucrative 
offices. 

Stoneman is a colonel in the United 


- States Army on the retired list—an 


office with a salary attached that 
clearly makes it “lucrative”? within 
the plain meaning of the Constitution. 
He is now holding the office of Rail- 
road Commissioner, a “civil office of 
profit under this State,’ with a salary 
attached which clearly brings it 
within the Sprohibition of the Consti- 
tution. The proviso in the above sec- 


tion, it will be seen, docs not apply at 
all; it affords no relief to Stoneman. 


The case could not be clearer. Gen. 
Stoneman is continually, persistently 
and openly violating the Constitution 
of his State so long as he continues to 
hold a lucrative office under the United 
States, and an office of profit under the 
State of California. Furthermore, 
it must be that he is consciously 
doing this wrong. thivg, for 
to assert or assume that he 
does not know the Constitution of 
his own State-—the supreme law gov- 
erning the commonwealth—is to.assert 


-or assume that he is devoid of ordinary 


States and China, Japan, Australia| 


intelligence, It cannot be that he does 
not know it; we are justified in taking 
it for granted that he does know it. 

The only possible escape for this 
serious and discreditable dilemma 
in which General ‘Stoneman has 
deliberately chosen to place him- 
selfis to resign his army commission 
before the election, and thus (possi. 
bly) make himselt eligible to the office 
of Governor of California. Wo under- 
stand, indeed, that he contemplates pur- 
suing that course, he himself admitting 
that he is not eligible as the case now 
stands. But if he does that it will be 
an admission—a fatal and self-con- 
victing admission—that for three years, 
ever since the adoption of the new Con. 
stitution, he has been openly and pal- 
pably and consciously violating that 
instrument by holding a lucrative office 
under the United States and at the 
same time holding an office of profit 
under the State/of California. 

In the face of these indisputable 
facts, Gen. Stoneman stands up before 
the people asking that they elect him 
to still another office! The thing is 
simply shameless! Will the people of 
California indorse the pretensions of 
such a candidate? “We do not be- 
lieve it. Having thus violated law in 
the past, can the people trust Stone- 
man in the future in a still higher 
official position? Will they do it? 
We do not believe it! 


THE UTAH SOUTHERN. 


_ This important road, one of the 
feeders of tlie Union Pacific, and 
owned by Jay Gould, is rapidly ap- 
proaching the line of Northern Arizo- 
na, its present objective point being 
Prescott. Such an important trans- 
portation line should not be permitted 
to terminate in a comparatively ob- 
scure town like Prescott, when it 
could, by securing a connection with 
Los Angeles, not only divert a large

With the completion of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé and 
Utah Southern roads, the railroad 
question in Southern California would 
soon regulate itself, and the present 
monopoly would cease forever. Los 
Angeles business men should be up 
and doing if they desire to secure this 
rich prize now within their grasp.

Opening of the Shuvoting Season. 

To-day is the last of the close season 
for ducks of all kinds, quails, and 
grouse. From this date until the 17th 
of next March it will be lawful to 
shoot these. kinds of game, and among 
the hills and out on the broad marshes 
the booming of the fowlimng-piece will 
be heard daily, almost hourly. The 
Sierra foothills furnish good quail- 
shooting, and the lover of this kind of 
sport--the best that California can 
afford—may tind plenty of work for 
his gun and dog within twenty miles 
of Sacramento by taking either the 
Central Pacific or Sacramento Valley 
Railroads. Over in the coast Range- 
there is still better quail-shooting to 
be had, while high up near the Sum- 
mit the hunter can have excellent 
shooting among the mountain quail, 
and—if he be energetic and not afraid 
of a little work—may now and then 
bag abrace of grouse. Later in the 
season, and on into the spring, the val- 
ley shooters find good sport m_shoot- 
ing the English snipe, which in certain 
localities abound in considerable num- 
bers. Deer, rabbits, doves, geese, etc., 
serve to fill in odd days when. other 
game is scarce. On the whole, the 
California sportsman ought to be hap- 
py, if a long open season and plenty 
of wild game is conducive to the hap- 
piness of that class. We trust that 
most shooters will-learn to hunt with 
moderation and not seek to kill the 
greatest possible quantity of game in 
the shortest possible time; for, in so 
doing, they are working directly against 
their own interests. Indiscriminate 
game slaughter should be discouraged 
by all sensible members of the fratern- 
ity.—[Sacramento Bee, Sept. 15. 


‘The Old Story. 
‘The advocate¥of “still” hunting and 


those who believe in the legitimacy of 


ursuing deer with hounds are reviv- 
ing their old disputes through the 
press. ‘The question is not so much as 
to whe kills the greater number of 
deer—the still-hunter or the man with 
the dogs—but whether or not the 
heunds run the deer out of their favor- 
ite localities. Experience has proven 
that they do, and it is on this ground 
that we are opposed to having packs 
of hounds bellowing through the 
woods after deer. Either practice of 
shooting may be jist as sportsmanlike 
as the other, or tt may not; men have 
their own individual opinions on the 
subject, and this point we do not care 
to discuss. Bunt we do not hesitate to 
say that a pack of hounds will in one 
season clear a whole neighborhood of 
its deer.—{Sacramento Bee. ~ 


; A Good One. 

We had a call on Monday last from 
Mr. B. O. Bush, of Kalamazoo, Mich., 
who ‘told us the following, which is, 
too good to keep: The Kalamazoo

‘a drive of eight miles from Springville, 
Larrived here this evening, and got a 
4} sniff of | the ocean’ breeze, which feels 
réfreshitigy inf fact, chilly, after the heat 
of the mountain valleys. 
er writing from Springville, I dis- 
covered that they had a very good school- 
house about a mile anda half from the 
store; also a lodge of Good Templars, 
which is now in a state of suspended ani- 
mation, 
As I see more of Santa Clara valley I 
| become more favorably impressed with 
it. ‘The soilis.rich, good surface water 
is found by digging from eight to twenty 
feet, and artesian water at one hundred 
to one hundred and fifty feet, I passed 
through miles of wheat stubble to-day, 
from which I am told, a good crop has 
been taken. 

Yesterday two large wagons, loaded 
with wheat and drawn by eight horses, 
were coming down a mountain grade, 
six miles southeast of Springville, 
when the forward wagon turned over 
and fell down a perpendicular bluff 
about twenty fect, taking the, wheel-_ 
horses with it and leaving the trail 
wagon and the other six horses standing 
on the road. The saddle-horse was 
turned on his back in a gulley so he 
could not get up, anda the wagon turned 
a side-summersault. The diver got 
help and put things on their feet again, 
when he discovered that no damage was 
done except the breaking of the reach 
or coupling pole. I know the driver’s 
appetite was not damaged, for I took 
dinner with him at Clark’s to-day, and 
he ate as though nothing unusual had 
happened.

TORTUOUS STREETS. 


Some Difiiculties in the Way of the 
New street Railroad. 

Mr. I. W. Hellman’s street railway 
franchise, in defining the route over 
which the road isto run, says: *~ * * 
-*Along the middle line of Spring street 
southerly to Fifth street; thence along 
the middle line of Fifth street to Olive; 
thence along the middle line of Olive to 


Twelfth street; thence westerly along 
the middle line of Twelfth street to 
Pearl street; thence southerly along the 
middle line of Pearl street to Washing- 
ton street.’’ In view of the fact that 
Pearl street terminates at Pico street, 
the conundrum presents itself as to 
how the railway will traverse that 
street further than its terminal 
point. This gives occasion to say 
that it would be a wise thing for the 
Council to change the name of one end 
or the other of that thoroughfare. 
Through the city as far south as Pico, 
the street is called Pearl. Beyond Pico 
street it is called Figueroa, and this 
fact is the occasion of a great many 
blunders, one of which is the one noted; 
the Council falling into it bodily. The 
two streets are not the same,” Pearl 
street coming into Figueroa at a very 
slight angle, which is hardly noticed in 
this city of crooked streets, and the lat- 
ter street has been taken possession of 
by residents, fenced in, built on and 
planted in orchards, though the city of- 
ficials state that the street has never 
been abandoned.
